NCA'm comments were 
made in a “Policy Forum" 
article which appeared in 
the National journal, a 
prestigious weekly publica¬ 
tion on politics and govern¬ 
ment which is published in 
Washington, D.C. 

The NCA position paper, 
by NCA President Merlyn 
Carlson, was titled “The 
Diet-Heart Controversy; or, 
the Great American Nutri¬ 
tion Debate. 1 ' 

There is increasing evi¬ 
dence that the popular 
diet - fat - cholesterol - heart 


disease hypothesis is not 
scientifically valid, Carl¬ 
son explained. However, 
there has been vocal 
criticism by government 
officials and others of a 
recent National Academy of 
Sciences (NAS) report 
which indicated no sound 
basis for specific recom¬ 
mendations about dietary 
cholesterol for the average 
person. 

“It will be a sad day 
indeed if zealots try to stifle 
scientific dissent—if con¬ 
formity is forced on scien¬ 
tists and if the public's 
freedom of information and 
choice is restricted,“ Carl¬ 
son said. 

“We think there should 


be a free flow of informa 
tion, without threats of 
being 9houted down just 
because one happens not to 
agree with the ‘prevailing 
wisdom.' We think that 
American citizens should 
demand more objectivity 
from those in positions of 
responsibility in the ares of 
scientific research and 
information." 

Carlson Baid he acknow¬ 
ledged that cattlemen have 
a great interest in the 
diet-heart controversy and 
attitudes toward beef and 
other animal .products. He 
said cattlemen also acknow¬ 
ledge that they don’t have 
all the answers to the 
controversy. 


At the aarne time," he 
added, "we are weary of 
sitting by while beef is 
maligned without valid 
evidence to justify the 
recommendations against 
beef consumption. It la time 
to take nutrition out of the 
political arena and put it 
back into the scientific 
arena.” 

Carlson quoted a Science 
magazine article which 
criticized certain reactions 
to the diet-health report 
issued by the NAS’ Food 
and Nutrition Board. Sci¬ 
ence magazine said: “The 
Academy has dared to uttor 
an unpalatable truth, and 
has reaped the customary 


reward of thoae who 
challenge prevailing wis¬ 
dom: abuse . . . ignorant 
sermons from tire press, the 
yapping of offended special 
interests and the cant of 
discountenanced politi¬ 
cians."

financial surveillance pro¬ 
grams were unfair and 
unnecessary because the 
KCBT is working with the 
CFTC to implement chan¬ 
ges in those programs, 
KCBT Executive Vice Pres¬ 
ident Walter N. Vernon m 
told CNS. 

A CFTC report release 
Oct. 30 criticized the KCBT 
for- being lax about the 
number of on-9it audits of 
member financial commis¬ 
sion merchants and about 
the lack of regularly 
scheduled, limited - scope 
financial audits. 

The report was "techni¬ 
cally correct," but ignored 
the progress made by the 
KCBT during the pa8t year, 
Vernon said. Indeed, he 
added, the regulators ap¬ 
proved an exchange plan for 
fixing Borne of the alleged 


shortcomings, 

The CFTC gave the 
KCBT 60 days to correct the 
deficiencies before enforce¬ 
ment action would be 
recommended. 

Vernon said the warning 
was an ' "overly strong 
reaction" because the 
CFTC and KCBT have been 
working closely to solve the 
financial surveillance prob¬ 
lems. 

He said the KCBT had 
shown good faith in 
correcting the deficiencies 
and had never refused to 
work toward a solution of 
the problem. 

"In my judgement," 
Vernon said, the warning 
was "a way to get our 
attention." He cited daily 
monitoring of the pay and 
collect fund as evidence of 
the KCBT'a willingness to 


adopt surveillance pro¬ 
grams recommended by the 
CFTC: 

The KCBT currently Is 
working to implement rela¬ 
tively new CFTC regula¬ 
tions concerning financial 
surveillance, particularly 
regarding designated self- 
regulatory organizations, 
he said. 

Prior to CFTC regulations 
requiring the KCBT to 
assume the responsibility' 
for auditing several locally 
based FCMS. as a self- 
regulatory organization, 
auditors at the Chicago 
Board of Trade conducted 
periodic checks into a firms 1 
financial health, Vernon 
said. 

However, after the CFTC 
introduced new regulations, 
the KCBT and CBT con¬ 
tracted to split auditing 
responsibilities,

Even though 
feeder prices have not 
reflected the total decline in 
fed cattle prices so far, 
increased cobIb for feed and 
interest have prevented any 
price strength from occur¬ 
ring. 

Inventories of feeder 
cattle over 600 IbB. is 
expected to show a sig¬ 
nificant Increase on 
January 1st. With low¬ 
er numbers in Iota, U is 
likely that available 
supplies of yearlings 
outside of lots at the be¬ 
ginning of the year will 
- be fivo to seven percent 
above last year's level. 

. Large movement of 
feeder cattle at grass 
time next spring is like¬ 
ly to temper feeder 
prices at that time. 

But the most significant 
Negative showing-up is fhe 
availability and cost for feed 
grain. Both stockmen and 
feeders will be limited in 
their ability to restrict use of 
grain' for feed because 
roughage and forage sup¬ 
plies 1 , are,,., scarce and 
expensive.

Mechonlcai madness? 

The meat machine... 

The director of the South Dakota Department of 
Agriculture announced recently that research is 
underway to create vending machines that would 
distribute raw beef, according to UPI. 

Robert Woldt said the plan is to market raw South 
Dakota beef through vending machines in major 
metropolitan areas. He revealed the plan in a speech 
to the South Dakota livestock convention in Sioux 
Falls. 

1 'You would press a button and out would come the 
meat, just like you get a pack of cigarettes," Woldt 
said. 

The machines, he said, would be set up near big 
office buildings and factories and would accept cash 
or credit cards. 

He said the plan would not eliminate the 
middleman but vto'uld reduce the price of'tofeat by 
cutting marketing costa. That would mean more 
money for producers and lower prices for consumers, 
Woldt said. 

The beef-vending machines probably would 
feature six or seven beef items, such as steaks and 
hamburger patties, he Bald. 

Woldt said a Midwest vending company already 
had expressed an interest in the proposal and was 
studying the market in the Gary, Ind., and Buchanan, 
Mich., areas.

ability and stability for the 
farm economy. 

The report cautions the 
food stamp and rural 
development programs 
within USDA have expand¬ 
ed "and are in need of re¬ 
straint." There is an 
"urgent" need to "disci¬ 
pline" the housing and 
rural electrification pro¬ 


grams within USDA and to 
audit the FmHA loan 
program, the report said. 

But the report insists 
USDA continue to manage 
these agencies. Transfer¬ 
ring any of them to another 
government agency would 
reduce the USDA budget 
below that of some inde¬ 
pendent agencies, It says, 
adding “whether such an 
attenuated operation could 
retain cabinet status is a 
real question." 

Most sections of the Heri¬ 
tage Foundation report 
were commissioned about a 
year ago and submitted 
after the election to advisers 
of President-elect Ronald

National Cattlemen's 
Assn. Executive Commit¬ 
tee, led by NCA President 
Merlyn Carlson and Execu¬ 
tive Vice-President W.T. 
(Dub) Berry, briefed KLA 
members on the viewpoint 
of ranchers from around the 
nation and fielded questions 
from the audience. 

Carlson, commenting on 
the recent suspension of 
limits on the recent beef 
imports, said, "It looks-like 
the beef industry got all the 
blame for anticipated food 
cost rises.” 

Carlson said NCA would 
concentrate oh‘"winnable 
issues, mo9t important of 
which will be taxes, capital 
formation and estate 
taxes." He said cattlemen 
are going to have to look at a 
leaner product and get 
serious about strengthening 
demand for beef with 
consumers. 

Kansas Governor John 
Carlin, promising a tight, 
balanced budget, agreed 
with both incoming and 
retired KLA presidents that 
property taxes will be a 
major legislative concern 
next year. Carlin is the 
chairman of the agriculture 
council of the National 
: Governor's conference, and 
chairman of the High Plains 
Water Council. 

"We've had an abundant 
supply of water that's now 
depleted," he said, adding 
that there is a “need to 
. clearly define the economic 
ramifications of doing no¬ 
thing" to help the situation. 
Referring to IBP at Garden 
City, he said a transfer of 
water to areas that need 
more may have to be 
considered. 

' ‘Their need for grain will 
not be Ignored," according 
to Carlin. He also promised 
pressure to make railroads 
responsive to local needs. 

Retiring KLA president 
Kenneth Knight of Lyons 
said the past year's biggest 
disappointment was ' the 
Beeferendum failure, but 
praised the Kansas Beef 
Council for raising the 
voluntary state checkoff 
system from 10 cents a head 
to 26 cents.

Knight and incoming 
president Jim Ungies of 
Satanta agreed that one of 
KLA's major activities in 
the upcoming year will be 
property tax issues. They 
cited a need to look at school 
financing and put some of 
the burden on income 
and/or sales tax, rather 
than property taxes. Use- 
value appraisal must be the 
method used to appraise ag 
land, they said, and urged a 
complete review of the 
appraisal process on state 
assessed property. Inequity 
of farm machinery apprais¬ 
al, and exemption of all 
classes of livestock from the 
property tax will also have 
top KLA legislative priori¬ 
ties. 

The general session on 
resolutions approved reten¬ 
tion of fifty-four previous 
resolutions, 14 amended 
ones, and the addition of 
seven new resolutions, after 
extensive committee dis¬ 
cussion on the first day of 
the convention. Two new 
resolutions drew some 
membership debate. After a

this trend will guin substan¬ 
tial momentum during the 
next ten years. 

"Cnltle feeding numbers 
will be moving both north 
and eust of the Texas 
Panhandle over the next JO 
years," he continued. 
Helming pointed out there 
is presently excess feedlot 
capacity, and there will be 
even more excess over the 
next five to lOyears because 
"cattle will typically be fed 
grain for only 100 days or 
less in the future." 

Helming predicts that 
consumer per capita spend¬ 
ing for beef will drop during 
1081. "Consumers are now, 
and will continue to be, very 
price conscious. The costs-of 
alternative sources of pro¬ 
tein are very important to 
the American public," 
according to Helming. 

Ho pointed out that 
beLween 40% and 50% of 
all the boef consumed in the 
U.S. today is ground beef, 
is one form or another. One 
of tho key reasons for this is 
that ground bpef prices are 
currently about 60% lower 
than higher priced cuts. He 
predicts this trend will 


continue. 

"Revising the beef grad¬ 
ing standards would help to 
reduce the cost of feeding 
cattle by at least 16%," 
Helming said, "and give 
the American public more 
lean beef, which is what 
they wont in the first 
place." 

He feels the [fSDA beef 
grading standards are now 
badly outdated and top 
priority needs to be given to 
revising them. 

' ‘This is the responsibili¬ 
ty of the state and national 
cattlemen's associations," 
he contends. "Ample re¬ 
search has already been 
done showing that cattle fed 
•grain for 100 days generally 
have an equal eating quality 
as (those) that have been 
fed for 140 to 160 days," he 
continued. He predicted we 
will sec more beef tenderiz¬ 
ing techniques used during 
the 1080's and beyond, 
Including expanded use of 
low temperature cooking 
methods. 

Helming predicted that 
by 1900 there will likely be 
four to six beef processing 
firms that will process 90% 
of aU the fed cattle In the 



lion

U.S. He cited capital, 
management, research, 
technology, and by-product 
processing requirements as 
key reasons. However, he 
thinks the industry will 


remain competitive. 

"Regretfully, the govern¬ 
ment will continue to 
interfere with prices, and 
we’ll continue to have a 
cheap food policy," Helm¬ 
ing thinks. “Price volatility 
for cattle, hogs, and grain 
will be greater during the 
1980's than it was during 
the 70's,” he predicted. Bub 
he says this will present an 
excellent profit opportunity 
for operators who place a 
high priority on sound risk 
management, which in¬ 
cludes flexibility, disci¬ 
pline, cost control and 
equity preservation. 

He thinks more people 
will have to learn to use the 
futures tool. For producers 
who fall to exercise sound 
risk management "the 
financial risks of owning 
cattle and pigs will be very 


high and generally very 
disappointing," according 
to the consultant.

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As of July 1, 1980, the 
Kansas Beef Council (KBC) 
changed the voluntary beef 
checkoff from 10 cents per 
head to 26 cents per head, 
according to Jim Jasper, 
Dighton, chairman of the 
KBC. 

1 'This is a voluntary effort 
by Kansas beef producers to 
fund their share of state/ 
national beef promotion 
programs," said JaBper. 
"Since 1976 the cattle 
industry has been waiting 
for a national referendum to 
solve the funding woes of 
state/national beef market 
development efforts. Ef¬ 
forts for a national referen¬ 
dum are now history and we 
as An industry must push 
forward. Changing the 
checkoff to 26 cents per 
head is a necessary first 
step. This move brings 
Kansas to the level of many 
other states which are 
already checking off a 
quarter," Jasper noted. 

Jasper made this an¬ 
nouncement following a 
meeting of the KBC in 


Wichita in conjunction with 
the annual convention of the 
Kansas Livestock AsBn. 

The beef industry spokes¬ 
man said the KBC move is 
consistent with what pro¬ 
ducers said after tiie last 
Beeferendum and is on 
target with a recent national 
producer survey. In the 
survey, conducted by Doane 
Agricultural Service, Inc., 
producers overwhelmingly 
said the beef industry 
should have its own 
voluntary program com¬ 
pletely free of any govern¬ 
ment strings to conduct beef 
research, education and 
market development pro¬ 
grams. 

"We are trying, in a 
positive way, to respond to 
what cattlemen want," 
Jasper continued, "and it’s 
time now for all producers to 
get behind the checkoff so 
we can maintain and 
improve our competitive 
position in the market¬ 
place," 


With the overwhelming 
response opposing any new 
organization, it is logical the 
beef industry should work 
within existing state and 
national beef industry coun¬ 
cils organized for the sole 
purpose of developing and 
expanding the demand for 
beef. The Kansas Beef 
Council serves that function 
in Kansas and shares its 
funds with the Beef 
Industry Council of the 
National Live Stock and 
Meat Board on the national 
level, said Jasper. 

"The existing state/ 
national beef council struc¬ 
ture with the National Live 
Stock and Meat Baord is 
almost identical to the 
National Pork Producers 
sturcture with their state/ 
national coordinated ef¬ 
forts. In other words, the 
structure is in place. All we 
need is better coordination, 
uniformity and communica¬ 
tion to make it work," he 
added. 

"Our real mission is to 


increase the amount of dis¬ 
posable income spent on 
beef," said the western 
Kansas order buyer and 
caLtleman, "Historically, 
consumers have spent 
between 2.6% and 2.7% of 
their disposable income on 
beef, but recent signs Biitce 
the la9t quarter of 1979 
show our share of the 
consumer dollar is drop¬ 
ping. The average thus far 
for 1980 is 2.29%. Every 
0.1% change equals three 
dollars per cwt. on fat cattle 
and even more on feeder 
cattle and calves. The need 
for cattlemen to promote 
their product is clear, but 
we need to move forward 
with beefing up and redir¬ 
ecting present programs 
through the state/national 
beef council network." 

"The cattle industry in 
1978 spent a mere 2.6 cents 
per capita to promote our 
product. If we are going to 
have a viable, long term 
market for beef, the beef 
indusLry is going to have to 


compete with many other 
food products. As a percent 
of sales, Florida citrus 
spends over one percent; 
cotton, .67%; milk, .42%; 


potatoes, .28%; pork, 
.046%; and beef a mere 
.02 %, or half as much as the 
pork industry," Jasper 
noted.

the Great Wall, etc. 
—admits that the region’s 
surface water is already 
being UBed tn its maximum.

The cattle and sheep 
industries might again feel

with calf or equivalent for 
one month. Operators gen¬ 
erally have only enough 
private range and haylond 
to meet the forage require¬ 
ments of current herd sizes, 
according to the Nevada 
Cattlemen's Assn.

Meat import won’t 
affect meat market 

INDUSTRY SOURCES TOOK NOTE of President Jimmy 
Carter’s recent move to suspend meet import quotas for 
398 L, CNS reports say. Under the countercyclical meat 
import law, the president has the power to suspend these 
import levels if he feels the consumer will be paying too 
much for meat. Industry Bources say this move could put 
psychological pressure on futures prices and conjure up 
visions of massive amounts of meat coming across the 
border and competing with the domestic product. 

In reality, they say, projected imports won’t be much 
over the suspended quota because of current world supply 
and demand situation, World demand for meat is high and 
is amplified by the fact aome major meat-exporting 
countries, such as Australia, had a bad production year. 
Thus, the impact on meat prices based on real supply-based 
figures should be minimal, the sources say.
